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WMF T-3 opined that TOWER resigned as Ambassador to 
the START talks because of the expectation of a "messy" divorce 
between TOWER and his now former wife.

WMF T-3 indicated that his knowledge was limited to the

The following information was provided by a person here 
to as WFT— 4, who requested that his identity remain 
confidential and not be disclosed outside the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) . For convenience, the source may be referred 
to -as "he" when appropriate. No inference regarding the sex of ' 
the source may be made from this usage. 

WFT-4 was contacted concerning his knowledge of the 
appointee, JOHN GOODWIN TOWER and a background clearance 
investigation conducted by the FBI in regards to TOWER's 
suitability for a high level position in the Federal Government 
and access to classified or sensitive information. WFT- 4 st ated 
he has known TOWER on a professional basis for approximately! j 

years. WFT-4 was familiar with TOWER's work on Capitol Hill 

along with his work on the Committee on Armed Services. 

WFT- 4 characteri zed TOWER as being "prickly". He 
explained that TOWER was hard-driving to an extreme and was known 
to "step on colleagues toes". WFT-4 stated that TOWER was 
Chairman of the Committee on Armed Services and was overly strong 
and unaccommodating at times. WFT-4 stated TOWER did not 
compromise with his colleagues as past Chairmen on the Committee 
had or as other Committee Chairmen did. When asked to describe 
TOWER'S personality, he said "cool". WFT- 4 could not comment 
further on this statement or provide further details. WFT-4 
believed TOWER was "not very accommodating with opponents of his 
position" but was competent, intelligent and knowledgeable on 
defense _ issues. WFT-4 added TOWER was known to get things 
accomplished although he was difficult to deal with at times. 

WFT-4 knew of no derogatory information regarding 
tower's character, associates, reputation or loyalty to the 
United States Government. WFT-4 knew of no alcohol or 
prescription drug abuse by TOWER. He saw no indication of 
illicit drug use, including marijuana by TOWER nor of TOWER ever 
buying or selling illegal drugs. WFT-4 could not comment on 
TOWER'S financial stability but knew of no unfavorable rumors or 
information regarding TOWER's personal finances. WFT-4 believed 
TOWER to be unbiased against any one class of citizen or racial, 
ethnic or religious group. WFT-4 knew TOWER to have past 
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clearances with the Federal government and believed he should 
continue to have access to classified or sensitive information. 

allegations of alleged sexual indiscretions 
by TOWER both in-- the United States (U.S.) and abroad with U.S. or 
foreign nationals, WFT-4 had no personal knowledge. He stated he 
knew various newspapers -carried articles regarding these 
allegations. WFT-4 was not in Geneva, Switzerland, in 1985-1986 
with TOWER. 


■ ■ - WFT-4 had no personal knowledge of excessive alcohol 

consumption by TOWER and was unfamiliar with this allegation. 

WFT-4 had no personal knowledge of any mental 
instabilities by TOWER which would include suicidal tendencies. 

Regarding a potential conflict of interest allegation 
concerning TOWER'S past work for various defense contractors, 
WFT-4 stated, he has read articles pertaining to this allegation. 
He advised the articles give an "appearance of a conflict" but no 
concrete evidence to support the allegation. WFT-4 stated he 
knew of no one that TOWER would have lobbied on Capitol Hill on 
the behalf of defense contractors he represented. 

WFT-4 was familiar that a large amount of money was 
raised at a dinner when TOWER was running for re-election. WFT-4 
did not know what TOWER did with the money raised as campaign 
contributions to his re-election. He knew this point to be 
raised in various newspaper articles which could cause an ethics 
problem to TOWER if not fully explained. Overall, WFT-4 had no 
personal knowledge of any illegal contributions to TOWER' s 
campaign or illegal expenditures from campaign funds. 

WFT-4 had no personal knowledge of any type of illegal 
banking activities engaged in by TOWER and relating to the 
Republic Bank Corporation, Dallas, Texas. 

WFT-4 provided additional information to the 
investigating agents in regard to specific ethical questions 
relating to TOWER'S political career and to TOWER's overall 
credibility. WFT-4 stated in 1985, a 120 millimeter mortar 
purchase was placed in the "FY85 Defense Authorization Bill".

I noted that if any "common law" fraud existed on the part 
of Senator Tower wherein perhaps he never intended to run for office in 
1984, and allowed his campaign personnel to campaign and obtain 
contributions -for him, that statu e which is a f ive year Statute of 
Limitations, is likewise tolled. I I commented that in order 

to make a viable case in this type of fraud matter, one would have to 
be able to show beyond a reasonable doubt the "mens rea" , and the

Mr. TOWER noted that it would be more 
convenient for him to handle the matter telephonically at this 
time . 


Mr. TOWER was thereafter asked if he would provide 
information with regard to his military service. He thereafter 
furnished the following information: 

He stated that in about June, 1943, he enlisted in the 
U. S. Navy Aviation Cadet Program V 5. He was called up to 
active duty in September, 1943 and reported to Naval Air Station 
Corpus Christi, Texas on approximately October 1, 1943. After a 
service in boot camp, he was assigned to a naval air station in 
Beeville, Texas where he worked on the flight line. At about 
February, 1944, he was called to cadet training at DePaw 
University, Greencastle, Indiana. The program he was in was 
officially known as preparatory flight training. He stated he 
failed out of this course in May, 1944. He was returned for 
further training at Great Lakes Naval Training Station in 
Illinois and was thereafter assigned to a naval air station in 
Memphis, Tennessee as an air crewman. He subsequently 
volunteered for sea duty and was sent to Algiers, Louisiana and 
thereafter to Maryland for amphibious training. 

He was subsequently, at about November, 1944, assigned 
to a ship, the USSLCSL112. He thereafter served on this ship in 
the Western Pacific, including the Okinawa campaign and the 
occupation of Japan. He was returned to the United States and 
received a honorable discharge from the Navy at Hitchock, Texas 
Naval Station on March 25, 1946. His rank at the time of 
discharge T» 7 as Seaman First Class.

TOWER was asked to comment on the office space which he 
has used at the law firm of Dickstein, Shapiro, and Morin. TOWER 
advised that he had the use of a spare room at this law firm for 
approximately one year on a rent free basis. He stated that this 
room had not been in use at the law firm until he began occupying 
it. This room was located on the 10th floor of the law firm 
building and was described as containing files, packing boxes, 
and unused furniture. Approximately 18 months ago, TOWER began 
paying rent -on office space consisting of a secretarial station, 
an office for Senator TOWER, and two offices for his assistants. 
TOWER advised that this rent was established based upon the 
square foot rent paid by the law firm. Although the rent paid by 
TOWER is quite reasonable, this is based upon the fact that the 
law firm established its rent many years ago, with an option to 
renew the rent. As a result, both the law firm and thus Senator 
TOWER are paying reasonable rents for the space. 


TOWER was asked if he could provide an exact date when 
he began using the above mentioned room on a rent free basis. He 
advised that, to the best of his knowledge, he began usi tin thi s . 

conference room during April , 1986. After checking with| | 

I I TOWER stated that he began using this 

conference room on April 24, 1986, after he had returned from 
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Geneva, Switzerland. TOWER advised that this was several weeks 
after he left United States Government service, since his 
resignation from that position was effective April 1, 1986. He 
stated that there never was any formal or even informal 
relationship between TOWER and this law firm. Occasionally over 
the years, TOWER would be asked on an informal basis for some 
information of a business nature concerning the state of Texas by 
various attorneys of this law firm. In each case when he was 
able to do so, TOWER provided a verbal response to the attorney 
making the inquiry and made no further record of each instance. 

He continues to informally advise this law firm to the present 
time and in most cases makes no charge to them and no billing. 

In only one instance did he ever bill anyone, and in that case he 
billed the client for whom TOWER did some services through the 
law firm. When seeking legal advice from the law firm, however, 
TOWER does request a bill from them and pays them for their 
advice . 


When asked to describe the "Witchita Pot" and his 
relationship to it, TOWER advised that this is the name of the 
money which was gathered together by a group of investors in an 
oil deal. He explained that LILLA TOWER, completely without his 
knowledge, invested with several of Senator TOWER'S friends in 
this oil deal. Although the investment could possibly have made 
a great deal of money, it did not do so. When Mrs. TOWER 
complained to Senator TOWER concerning this investment and her 
losses, he compensated her for those losses, paying approximately 
$25,000.00. When asked why he compensated his wife for this^ 
investment loss, TOWER felt he should do so because it was his 
friends who convinced Mrs. TOWER to make this investment. TOWER 
stated that he was originally to get ownership of this investment 
after paying Mrs. TOWER the above sum. However, even after the 
divorce between them, he never did obtain ownership of this 
investment. He stated that he does not know of any other formal 
name under which this investment is knnwn.

Witchita Falls, Texas. TOWER stated that he believes ] | is 

currently hospitalized for alcohol abuse, and does not believe he 
would be a reasonable source of information for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation concerning this matter. 

When asked if he had ever suffered from depression or 
had ever contemplated suicide, TOWER stated that he has never 
suffered from depression and has never considered suicide. TOWER 
stated that he probably drank too much "in younger days", which 
he described as time prior to approximately 15 years ago. Even 
in those days, however, his drinking of alcohol was not at all 
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constant, but rather was a matter of his occasionally drinking 
alcohol to excess. In recent years and at the present time, he 
drinks only white wine, rarely drinks before 7 p.m. in the 
evening, and gave up drinking liquor when he married LILLA TOWER. 
TOWER stated that he has never had a dependence on alcohol and 
believes that his job has never been adversely affected by his 
alcohol use. 

When asked to comment on any activities he might have 
undertaken in order to help his former wife LILLA obtain a 
federal job, TOWER stated that "she found that job and talked to 
others before talking to me". In addition, LILLA TOWER ^ 
eventually spoke to several members of Congress concerning this 
job. TOWER identified the job as a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Institute of Museum Services, an agency which 
gives money to various museums. He advised that he may well have 
spoken to people in an effort to get her this job, and speculated 
that he would have spoken to someone in the Presidential 
Personnel Office at the White House, someone on a staff or 
working level and certainl y not someone as important as| ^ 

|at that time. In addition, TOWER 
stated that he never placed any requirements on anyone in 
connection with his wife obtaining this job and in fact advised 
that he did much less for her in this case than he has done many, 
many times over the years for various constituents who were 
seeking a similar job. He stated that he placed "no inordinate 
pj-0ggjjj^0'* onf anyone in this regard. TOWER stated that his former 
wife also obtained a second federal job, one which she^ obtained 
after they were divorced. This job had to do with what he 
recalls as the International Broadcasting Commission. In the 
case of that commission, TOWER had nothing to do with her 
obtaining this job, and nothing to do with her losing it. 

TOWER was advised by the interviewing agent that there 
had been allegations made in the media concerning lobbying by 
TOWER, especially in the time prior to his having registered as a 
lobbyist. TOWER was asked to describe his definition of lobbying 
and to discuss various examples of instances where he was 
lobbying and instan ces where he was not lobbying. A t this time, 
TOWER was joined by | ... I remained 

during the rest of the interview and occasionally helped TOWER 
formulate a response. TOWER stated that the legal and technical 
definition of lobbying is "sufficiently vague that you don’t 
know" when you are lobbying and when you are not. However, he^ 
stated that he and his company have used the practical definition 
of lobbying which states that doing anything to attempt to 
influence the course of legislation is considered lobbying. 
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However, this definition in his opinion, certainly does allow one 
to question knowledgeable individuals in order to gather 
information concerning a project, the budget proposed for the 
project, the chances of its passage, and the various other 
matters of interest. This gathering of information does not 
constitute lobbying, in TOWER'S opinion. 


TOWER recalled that he registered with the Congress as 
a lobbyist on February 1st or 2nd, 1988. Before that time, he 
did absolutely no lobbying on behalf of a commercial client. 

After registering, however, he did lobby on one occasion for one 
client. In addition to this lobbying for commercial clients, 
TOWER was called upon by the Administration to lobby on behalf of 
the Administration in two instances. The first instance was what 
he described as the Arab Arms Sales (AAS) which occurred during 
1986 or 1987. The second instance of lobbying for the 
Administration was lobbying on behalf of the treaty with the 
Soviet Union identified as the Intermediate Nuclear Forces (INF) 
Treaty. In both cases, he was specifically asked to lobby on 
behalf of the administration and does not feel he was required to 
register as a lobbyist in order to lobby for the administration. 
The one instance where he clearly recalls doing some lobbying 
occurred during the middle of March, 1988 when he lobbied on 
behalf of the LTV Corporation, which was the prime contractor on 
the C-FIN program.

TOWER was advised that an individual interviewed in 
this investigation stated a belief that he would not properly 
investigate complaints of sexual harassment which were brought to 
him if he were to become the Secretary of Defense.

TOWER advised that he considered this 
charge to be "outrageous". TOWER stated that he has "never 
engaged in any sexual harassment" and has never tolerated it 
among members of his staff.

never been insensitive to women or to women’s issues, and TOWER 
noted that he even has three daughters. 

TOWER was asked to comment on an allegation during this 
investigation that his office had received a communication from 
the AYATTOLLAH KHOMEINI of Iran during approximately 1980 in 
which KHOMEINI was asking for TOWER' s assistance to obtain 
aircraft parts. TOWER was further advised that it was alleqed he 
sent a staff member from his office to the White House concerning 
this matter. TOWER emphatically denied this allegation. He 
stated there is absolutely no truth to this charge. 

TOWER was asked again to comment on any telephone calls 
or other activities he may have undertaken on behal-^ of his 

clients concerning the C-FIN program. As previously s tated , 

TOWER does recall making at least one telephone call t d I b?c 

I I concerning this C-FIN program. However, 

the circumstances of that telephone call were answered 
previously. TOWER stated that he does not specifically recall 
what other calls he may have made in connection with this 
program. However, he stated that all of the rules concerning 
lobbying before his registration as a lobbyist and lobbying after 
his registration as a lobbyist were explicitly followed. In no 
case did TOWER ever lobby or speak on behalf of any program which 
he did not truly believe was in the best interest of this 
country. In addition, he was never seeking any greater advantage 
over other points of view, but was only seeking to keep "a level 
playing field", by which he meant he was asking only that all 
parties be given fair consideration. In any case, TOWER never 
made any calls concerning the C-FIN project for anyone other than 
the LTV Corporation, which was the prime contractor. 

TOWER provided copies of two newspaper articles, one 
dated January 22, 1988 from the Washington Post which speaks of 
TOWER having been asked to lobby on behalf of the administration 
for passage of the INF Treaty and the other from the Dallas Times 
Herald dated December 14, 1988 which contains an article which 
quotes several former female members of TOWER'S staff in 
defending him. Both articles are attached to this document and 
should be considered a part thereof.

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Date of transcription 

The following information was provided by a person here 
referred to as WFT-6, who requested that his identity remain 
confidential and not be disclosed outside the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) . For convenience, the source may be referred 
to as "he” when appropriate. No inference regarding the^ex of 
the source may be made from this usage. 

WFT-6 was contacted concerning his knowledge of the 
appointee, JOHN GOODWIN TOWER, and a background clearance 
investigation conducted by the FBI in regards to TOWER' s 
suitability for a high level position in the Federal Government 
and access to classified or sensitive information. WFT-6 stated 
he has known TOWER on a professional basis since I I WFT-6 was 

familiar with TOWER'S work on Capitol Hill along with his work on 
the Committee on Armed Services. 

WFT-6 characterized TOWER as being an effective leader. 
He explained that TOWER was at one time the Chairman of the 
Committee on Armed Services in the United States Senate and was 
in charge of all administrative matters and setting the agenda 
for the Committee. WFT-6 believed TOWER could be counted on to 
perform his job well and to have a professional attitude and 
demeanor. WFT-6 stated TOWER was well respected by his 
colleagues on the Committee and that he got along well with 
people. WFT— 6 stated that TOWER had a professional personality 
and was knowledgeable on Defense issues. WFT-6 added TOWER was 
known to get things accomplished on the Committee as Chairman and 
he knew of no misconduct by TOWER while on the Committee. 

WFT-6 stated he was aware of TOWER working as a Start 
Negotiator in Geneva, Switzerland, in 1985-1986. During that 
time, WFT-6 saw no problems with TOWER and knew of no misconducts 
by him. WFT-6 stated he has heard rumors of TOWER being involved 
with women and drinking in excess but he has no first hand 
knowledge of any accusations. 

WFT-6 had no reason to question TOWER'S character, 
associates, reputation or loyalty to the United States 
Government. WFT-6 knew TOWER to socially drink (one to two 
drinks) but never saw TOWER intoxicated. WFT-6 saw no indication 
of prescription drug abuse or illicit drug use, including 
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marijuana by TOWER. In this regard, WFT-6 never saw TOWER buy or 
sell illegal drugs. WFT-6 had no personal knowledge of TOWER'S 
financial stability but heard of no derogatory information 
regarding it. WFT-6 believed TOWER was unbiased against any 
class of citizen or racial, ethnic, or religious group. Based 
upon WFT-6 's knowledge of TOWER, he believed he would be suitable 
for access to classified or sensitive information. 

WFT-6 had no personal knowledge of TOWER committing any 
alleged sexual indiscretions either in the United States (U.S.) 
or abroad with U.S. or foreign nationals. As stated earlier, 
WFT-6 was in Geneva, Switzerland, during the time TOWER was and- 
saw no misconduct by TOWER during this time. WFT-6 has read of 
the allegations from various newspapers and has received "third 
hand knowledge" of this allegation from members of the Committee 
on Armed Services. 

WFT-6 did not believe TOWER consumed alcohol in excess. 
WFT-6 has seen TOWER drink at social and business functions and 
believed he handled his alcohol consumption well. WFT-6 believed 
TOWER would not divulge classified information under the 
influence of alcohol. 


WFT-6 had no personal knowledge of any mental 
instabilities by TOWER which would include suicidal tendencies. 

WFT-6 knew TOWER to work for various defense 
contractors and suggested that he may have called members of the 
Committee on Armed Forces Staff from time to time but he did not 
recall if TOWER called on behalf of any defense contractor. WFT- 
6 had no personal knowledge of any potential conflicts of 
interest on behalf of TOWER. 


WFT-6 had no knowledge of illegal contributions to 
tower's campaign or illegal expenditures from his campaign funds. 
WFT-6 related that he has read of this allegation in various 
newspapers but could not comment further. 


WFT-6 had no personal knowledge of any illegal 
activities concerning banking in regards to TOWER and was 
unfamiliar with the Republic Bank Corporation, Dallas, Texas. 

Based upon WFT-6 's knowledge of TOWER, he believed 
TOWER had the background, knowledge, and qualifications to 
recommend him for a position of trust and confidence with the 
United States Government.

HO T-1, a person who has known JOHN GOODWIN TOWER for 
approximately 25 years anc3 is well acquainted with him, provided 
the following information. HO T-1 will be referred to 
hereinafter as he. 

T-1 advised he has known JOHN TOWER since the mid- 
1960 's and during this time, has had occasion to know him on both 
a personal, professional, and social basis. T-1 stated that he 
is not certain that JOHN TOWER is the man for the job of 
Secretary of Defense of the United States. T-1 commented that he 
certainly hopes there is another person having the same 
(jualifications that could be considered for the job. T-1 stated 
that TOWER has a drinking problem, and that in addition to his 
drinking problem, he has a reputation as a womanizer. T-1 stated 
the drinking problem may be less severe now than it was in the 
past, but that he, T-1, would not feel comfortable having TOWER 
as the Secretary of Defense knowing of his difficulties with 
alcohol. T-1 commented that in a position such as Secretary of 
Defense, one's character and integrity are extremely important 
and he feels TOWER is lacking in both areas. T-1 stated he would 
prefer to have someone who is clear headed and clear of 
conscience in that position so that they would not be subject to 
compromise or distractions. 

T-1 advised he has seen TOWER intoxicated on numerous 
occasions. T-1 stated that he could not recall specific meetings 
or gatherings when he observed TOWER to be intoxicated, but that 
it was not uncommon at all to see TOWER intoxicated. T-1 stated 
he has not had occasion to socialize or meet with TOWER to any 
great extent since TOWER'S retirement from the Senate. However, 
T-1 still knows of TOWER'S reputation and T-l's overall 
impression is that TOWER still has a problem with alcohol and 
with women. T-1 stated that from his, personal observations, 
TOWER drank too much and became quite indiscreet when he was 
under the influence of alcohol. 

T-1 was asked if he had ever known of TOWER to talk 
about sensitive matters that would be harmful to the country. 

T-1 immediately stated he had never heard TOWER divulge any 
information of a sensitive or secret nature, and has never heard 
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anyone else say that they have heard of TOWER do so. T-1 stated 
that TOWER ' s talking about matters he should not has never been 
an issue. The primary issues of concern to T-1 are TOWER'S use 
of alcohol and his weakness for women. 

T-1 was asked if he could be specific as to the names 
of ladies that TOWER has been indiscreet with, and T-1 stated 
that he could, but immediately replied that he would not do so. 
T-1 stated that he has personally observed TOWER engage in 
conduct which is inconsistent with that of a good family man, 
husband, and father, and he feels that a person in a position of 
trust should not open himself to criticism and/or compromise. 

T-1 was asked if he would recommend TOWER for the 
position of Secretary of Defense, and T-1 immediately replied, 
"No." T-1 was then asked if he would recommend TOWER for some 

other position in the cabinet, T-1 stated he might, but that he 
would have to think about it for a while. T-1 then stated that 
in another position in the cabinet, TOWER might do a fine job, 
but T-1 re-emphasized that he felt in the position of Secretary 
of Defense, TOWER had too many things in his personal life that 
could cause problems . 

T-1 was asked if he felt TOWER was qualified for the 
position of Secretary of Defense, and T-1 replied, "Probably." 
T-1 characterized TOWER as being a bright, knowledgeable 
individual and stated he is quite competent to handle most any 
job that would be given him. 

T-1 commented that it was his belief that there should 
be someone else available with the same qualifications who could 
handle the job of Secretary of Defense without having the stigma 
of personal indiscretions being attached to him.

An individual, who requested confidentiality*, advised 
that he/she has known Senator Tower strictly on a professional 
basis for several years. He/she advised that he/she had no 
substantiated evidence to indicate that Senator Tower committed any 
illegal act while. he was chairman of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee (SASC) , but, in his/her opinion. Senator Tower and his 
advisors regularly appeased defense contractors or "cronies" . 

He/she cited the release of confidential information obtained at 
committee conferences as an uncorroborated example of this alleged 
appeasement or assistance. He/she was unable to provide any 
specific information concerning this allegation. He/she added that 
this assistance was not given for Senator Tower's personal or 
political gain but in a desire to avoid "bucking the system." 

He/ she also claimed that liberal Democrats do not trust 
Senator Tower, which will hinder his ability to get along with 
Congress . 

He/she would not recommend Senator Tower for the position 
of Secretary of Defense as he/ she believes, that under Senator 
Tower's direction, the Department of Defense would continue to 
operate aS it did when Senator Tower, was the Chairman of the SASC. 
He/ she said that the "Services" would repeatedly receive everything 
they wanted. 

A second individual, who requested confidentiality** 
advised he/ she has known Senator Tower since the 1960 's on a 
personal, professional and social basis He/she stated that in 
his/her opinion. Senator Tower has a drinking problem, and has a 
reputation as a womanizer. He/ she has seen Senator Tower 
intoxicated on numerous occasions, but could not recall specific 
meetings or gatherings at which this occurred.
